ON THE SITUATION IN SAN FRAN¬ 
CISCO. 

“ No bookseller west of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, depending on the sale of miscellaneous 
books alone, ever made expenses, or can now 
make expenses, or will be able to do so during 
the remainder of this century or until well into 
the next.” 

This remarkable statement, quoted from a re¬ 
joinder of the Bancroft Company to the criti¬ 
cisms by several San Francisco houses on their 
action in cutting rates, printed elsewhere in this 
issue, if meant as a threat, must be left to the 
several houses whom it might concern to con¬ 
sider as they see fit. If, however, it is meant to 
be a plain statement of the condition of the 
book trade on the Pacific coast, there certainly 
could be no better argument for an immediate 
movement in the direction of a thorough reform 
-of the methods of the book trade of that section 
of the country. We can hardly believe that the 
Bancroft Company wish to be taken seriously 
when they propose as a way out of the difficulty 
to recoup themselves for losses incurred in sell¬ 
ing books by profits on other lines—‘‘usually a 
little stationery.” Such an expedient seems to 
us not only problematical but dangerous. 

From our knowledge of the situation, we are 
inclined to think there is as little justification for 
underselling west of the Rocky Mountains as 
there is east of them. It certainly cannot be 
for the lack of a constituency, because, as the 
Bancrofts themselves point out, there are in San 
Francisco ‘‘ many subscription and free libraries 
and 100,000 copies of newspapers sold every 


Sunday.” Surely, then, among a people that 
takes such a live interest as this in reading, the 
booksellers of San Francisco, if they understand 
their business and are reasonable, ought to find 
not only an ample but a profitable constituency. 
Readers are bookbuyers, or become so in time, 
and once they become patrons of bookstores let 
them be put on the same footing as purchasers 
of hats, shoes or other merchandise—that is, let 
them pay a fair price for the service rendered 
them. No one in California, any more than else¬ 
where in the world, thinks of asking his hatter 
for a discount on any pretext, or expects his 
shoemaker or grocer to shade their prices for no 
reason whatever. Then why should this absurd 
system obtain among booksellers ? Neither do 
we see why a bookseller west of the Rocky 
Mountains should give away a whale that he may 
have a chance of catching a sprat. Bad as is the 
bookseller’s lot in the East, he hasn’t quite come 
to that yet. 

However, we are glad to hear from another 
source that the outlook seems more hopeful than 
a few weeks ago. And it will continue to im¬ 
prove if the representative dealers can be brought 
to co-operate in this matter. Booksellers must 
learn that upon themselves alone depends their 
salvation. They have largely brought this dis¬ 
count evil upon themselves by unrestricted and 
reckless competition. They must get rid of it 
by the contrary policy. 


THE GROWTH OF THE SUNDAY 
NEWSPAPER. 

One of the most remarkable signs of the 
growing reading capacity of the American people 
is given in the rapid development of the Sunday 
editions of the daily newspapers. From mere 
chronicles of events these have developed into 
vehicles of contemporary English literature, and 
seem now anxious to assume the functions of the 
average quarterly and monthly magazines, as 
well as those of the weekly paper. Starting 
with a limited amount of ” syndicate matter,” the 
leading newspapers at least now devote their 
space almost exclusively to original matter by 
the best American and English writers of the 
day. As an illustration, one of these, the Stm~ 
day Sun, in addition to original papers on con¬ 
temporary historical literature, on art and litera¬ 
ture, short stories and poetry, has recently been 
printing one of the most important and instruc¬ 
tive series of papers on natural history, by the 
celebrated naturalist, St. George Mivart ; also a 
series of letters from the Southern Pacific, by 
Robert Louis Stevenson, for which he was paid 
$10,000. A few weeks ago the Su 7 t purchased 
from Mark Twain (for $12,000) his new novel. 
It has also secured from the same author a series 
of letters containing the fruit of his observations 
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during his present tour of Europe, for each of 
which he is to receive $1200, the highest sum, 
probably, that has ever been paid for correspond¬ 
ence of this kind. The Sun has also acquired, 
at $10,000, from William Dean Howells the right 
to his new novel, “The Quality of Mercy,” as 
well as a continued story from Joel Chandler 
Harris. This represents possibly over $50,000 
which one newspaper alone is willing to pay for 
extra attractions that cannot possibly cover more 
than four months’ issues. And there are at 
least half a dozen others in this country that 
spend liberal sums of money for the same pur¬ 
pose, forming altogether a formidable competi¬ 
tion to weaker magazines and journals. 

The comfort to be drawn by the bookseller 
from this condition of things is that it helps to 
cultivate readers. The supposition that the ex¬ 
tra reading-matter presented by the newspaper 
at the present day tends to reduce the number of 
bookbuyers is one that is probably without foun¬ 
dation. For every one reader who carefully 
preserves his Sunday paper and conscientiously 
reads all it contains, there are eleven others who 
will read enough of the matter offered by his 
newspaper to gain the desire to read it in a 
handier and more attractive shape, and so wait 
until the story, or essays, or whatever the matter 
may be, is concluded and published in book form. 
First issue in a newspaper, instead of hurting 
the sale of books often pushes ^nd advertises 
them. Whether the newspapers will make 
enough out of this new departure to make it a 
permanent feature is a matter concerning which 
many doubts are entertained. But then “ that is 
another story.” 

BIBLIOGRAPHICAL CATALOGUE OF 
MACMILLAN & CO.’S PUBLICA¬ 
TIONS, 1843-1889. 

Macmillan Co. have just issued a cata¬ 
logue entitled “ A Bibliographical Catalogue of 
Macmillan & Co.’s Publications from 1843 
1889,” which has more than an ephemeral inter¬ 
est. As a record of the achievements of a firm 
of spirited publishers the book makes appeal 
to modern readers. It must remain useful to 
all who are engaged in bibliographical pur¬ 
suits, and will win a place on the shelves of 
general reference of those engaged in literary 
studies. The arrangement of the volume is by 
yearly lists in alphabetical order, later editions 
being given under the original entry, while an 
index of 180 pages renders easy the task of 
reference. The titles and collations were taken 
from copies of the first edition of every book, 
except in a few instances. The publishers de¬ 
scribe as an edition “an impression from type 
set up afresh either with or without alteration, 
and read for press by a proof-reader.” An im¬ 
pression from standing type or from stereotype 
or electrotype plates is described as a reprint. 
It need hardly be said that the number of edi¬ 
tions or reprints of any given book is no accurate 
guide as to its sale, as an edition may consist of 


250 or of 100.coo copies. The cataloguing, a 
marvel of minute bibliographical work, was done 
by Mr. James Foster. The history of the pro¬ 
ceedings of the firm, its changes of site and 
other matters since its first book—Craig’s 
“Philosophy of Training,” D. & A. Macmillan, 
1843—issued from 57 Aldersgate Street, is 
given, and portraits of the two founders of the 
firm are supplied. On the cover are stamped as 
ornaments the various vignettes and monograms 
used on their title-pages. 

In the preface some account is given of the 
gradual rise of the house, and from this we make 
the following extract: 

“ The first work bearing the name of Mac¬ 
millan on its title-page is Craig’s ‘ Philosophy 
of Training,’ published in 1843 by D. & A. Mac¬ 
millan, 57 Aldersgate Street. In the summer of 
the same year, with the assistance ot Archdeacon 
Hare, Daniel Macmillan purchased Newby’s 
business at 17 Trinity Street, Cambridge, intend¬ 
ing to carry it on in conjunction with his younger 
brother, Alexander, who was to remain in Lon¬ 
don. Before the end of the year, however, the 
Aldersgate Street shop was given up, and both 
brothers settled in Cambridge, where, in 1845, 
they bought the business of Mr. Stephenson, at 
I Trinity Street. In order to provide the capital 
necessary for this purchase a partner was taken in, 
and the firm became Macmillan, Barclay & Mac¬ 
millan until the retirement of Mr. Barclay in 
1850, when it adopted the name of Macmillan & 
Co., which it has retained ever since. 

“ In 1858, the year after Daniel Macmillan’s 
death, a branch house was opened at 23 Henrietta 
Street, Covent Garden, and in 1863 the head¬ 
quarters of the firm was once more removed to 
London (16 Bedford Street, Covent Garden), the 
retail bookselling business remaining at Cam¬ 
bridge as an independent establishment, wheie it 
is still carried on under the name of Macmillan 
& Bowes. A further move was made in 1872 to 
the present offices (29 and 30 Bedford Street), 
and it may be noted that the three buildings in 
which the business has been carried on since 1858 
are within forty yards of each other. 

“ In 1863 Mr. Alexander Macmillan was ap¬ 
pointed publisher to the University of Oxford, a 
post which he held until October, 1880, when 
the delegates of the University Press abandoned 
the system of employing a private publisher and 
took the management of their numerous publica¬ 
tions into their own hands. When this change 
was made the University of Oxford expressed its 
appreciation of Mr. Macmillan’s services by con¬ 
ferring on him the degree of Master of Arts 
honoris catted. 

“ In the year 1869 Macmillan & Co. opened a 
branch house in New York under the manage¬ 
ment of Mr. George E. Brett, who conducted it 
until his death in 1890, when the firm of Mac¬ 
millan & Co. of New York was constituted on an 
independent basis consisting of the members of 
the London firm, with Vlr. Gecirge Platt Brett as 
resident American partner. Macmillan & Co., 
of New York, besides representing the English 
firm of Macmillan & Co., are the authorized 
American agents for the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge and importers of the publications 
of many English and Scotch houses. 

“ The present members of the firm are: Alex¬ 
ander Macmillan, George Lilie Craik (admitted in 
1865), Frederick Macmillan (1874), George Au¬ 
gustin Macmillan (1879), Maurice Macmillan. 
(1883)."

ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE LITER¬ 
ARY CONGRESS. 

At the session of the Literary Congress at 
Neuchatel September 29, the American Copy¬ 
right law was discussed. The wish was expressed 
that the United States would rescind the clause of 
the law compelling books to be reprinted in that 
country, and it was declared that provisionally a 
term of six months for republication and the ful¬ 
filment of all formalities under the law would be 
desirable. On September 30 a resolution was 
passed, the substance of which was that it was 
desirable, in the opinion of the association, that 
the United States should recognize that the sale 
of a work of art does not include the sale of the 
right to produce such work of art. In the course 
of the day a cable message of greeting from the 
American Copyright League was received with 
cheers. 


CANADIAN COPYRIGHT LAW. 

The House of Commons ado'pted a radical 
address to Her Majesty on the afternoon of Sep¬ 
tember 29, in regard to the copyright question. 
The address asks that the Imperial Parliament pass 
an act giving effect to the Canadian Copyright 
act of 1889 at once and confirming the right of 
the Parliament of Canada, according to the prom¬ 
ise made by the Imperial Government in 1846, to 
make laws on the subject of copyright as from 
time to time may be required for the country, 
notwithstanding that such laws may be inconsis¬ 
tent with the provision of imperial statutes 
passed before the adoption of the British North 
American act of 1867. 

The address concluded by praying that in or¬ 
der to give full effect to the Canadian act of 
1889. notice now be given by the imperial au¬ 
thorities of the withdrawal of Canada from the 
Berne Copyright Convention. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Rudolph Garrigue, President of the Germania 
Fire Insurance Co., who died in Vienna Septem¬ 
ber 28, gave promise forty years ago of becoming 
one of the leading publishers of this country ; but 
owing to an accident his energies were directed 
into a field which promised to be more remunera¬ 
tive, and on which he actually won for himself a 
reputation for ability, sagacity and other high 
qualities that will endure. Mr. Garrigue was 
born in Copenhagen in 1822. After receiving a 
superior education he was sent to Llineburg, an 
important Hanoverian town, where he was ap¬ 
prenticed to Herold & Wahlstab, then the lead¬ 
ing booksellers in that section of the country. 
There he formed the acquaintance of the late F.W. 
Christern, a fellow-apprentice, which ripened into 
a friendship that lasted through life, Mr. Chris¬ 
tern becoming his brother-in-law and for a time 
partner in the book business in this country. In 
the forties, Mr. Garrigue having become a jour¬ 
neyman bookseller, set out for the centre of the 
German book trade (Leipzig), accredited as a 
bookseller of highest merit. He entered the em¬ 
ploy of Brockhaus, where he soon rose to the 
highest place. As evidence of the esteem in 
which his ability and judgment were held is the 
fact that in 1845, when a number of the leading 
German publishing houses decided to canvass the 
United States with a view to establishing a depot, 
to be named “ Deutsche Vereinsbuchhandlung,” 
for German books in this country, Mr. Gar¬ 
rigue, a mere boy in the eyes of his principals, 
was entrusted with this difficult and important 
mission. He sailed for this country October 
31, 1845, and travelled extensively through the 
South and West. He returned to Leipzig in 
April, 1846, and rendered an exhaustive report 
covering seventy-four closely-written quarto 
pages. Much of this report now reads al¬ 
most like a prophecy. Among other facts he pre¬ 
dicted that the centre of the German book trade 
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would be in the West, which has been almost 
literally fulfilled, though ridiculed at the time. 
Mr. Garriguealso anticipated by thirty-five years 
the movement recently proposed to the Bdrsen- 
verein by Mr. Ackermann—the establishment of 
an agency in New York or Philadelphia that 
would not only sell the books furnished to it by 
its principals in Germany, but print here from 
advance sheets and. if desirable, translate 
and print such works as would be likely to com¬ 
mand a sale among the English-speaking peo¬ 
ple. The report was favorably received, but as 
only 149 shares of the necessary 300 were ta¬ 
ken up the project fell through. Satisfied that 
the New World offered larger inducements to an 
enterprising young man of talent and capacity for 
hard work, he came to this country June i, 1847, 
bringing with him his friend F. VV. Christern. 
He established himself in the book business at 
No. 6 or 8 Barclay Street, under the Astor 
House, carrying a full line of German and French 
books, as well as the better class of American 
books. In 1853 Mr. Christern entered into part¬ 
nership with him, and the firm became Garrigue 
Christern. Mr. Garrigue before this had begun 
the translation and adaptation of Brockhaus’ 
“ Iconographic Encyclopaedia. ” In 1854 a fire 
destroyed the plates, stock and ms. of the unpub¬ 
lished parts, which so discouraged Mr. Garrigue 
that he determined if possible to enter a new 
field. On Mav i, 1854 ,Mr. Garrigue succeeded 
Gustav Schwab as President of the Deutsche 
Gesellschaft of New York, in which position, and 
as Commissioner of Emigration, he introduced a 
number of reforms by which the suffeiings not 
only of German emigrants hut those from other 
countries were considerably relieved. In 1859 
assisted in the organization of the Germania Fire 
Insurance Company, became its first Secretary, 
was afterwards promoted to the Vice-Presidency, 
and in 1866 was chosen President, which position 
he held at the time of his death. He was recog¬ 
nized by the insurance fraternity as one of its 
ablest representatives, having held the position 
of President of the National Board of Under¬ 
writers and afterwards being elected President of 
the Board of Fire Underwriters of the City of 
New York. In May last Mr. Garrigue was 
stricken with apoplexy, but his case was not con¬ 
sidered alarming, and in July he went to Europe 
in search of rest and health. His death took 
place unexpectedly, and the news of it was sent 
by cable by his daughter, who accompanied him. 
Among the children who survive him is Mrs. A. 
H. Leypoldt (widow of Mr. Frederick Leypoldt), 
who is at present actively engaged in the work of 
this office. 

Henry Kiddle, formerly Superintendent of 
the Public Schools of New York City, died of an 
attack of paralysis at his home in New York on 
the morning of September 27. Mr. Kiddle was 
born in Bath, Eng., in 1824, and was brought to 
this country when about nine years old. At the 
age of thirteen he began bis career as school¬ 
teacher by taking a place as teacher in the old 
Public School Society, which was maintained by 
private subscription. This society was followed 
by the Public School Society of the City of New 
York. Mr. Kiddle, when but seventeen years 
old, was the first principal of the first school 
established by this society. He was afterwards 
principal of several schools, and while engaged 
in teaching he studied law in the office of Samuel 
J. Tilden. He was admitted to the bar in 1848. 


A few years afterwards he was appointed Assistant 
Superintendent of Public Schools under City Su¬ 
perintendent Samuel Randall, whom he succeeded 
in 1870. In May, 1879, he unexpectedly pub¬ 
lished a book which purported to contain mes¬ 
sages sent to him through his son and daughter 
from the spirit world. This gave rise to so much 
adverse criticism that on May 22 Mr. Kiddle sent 
in his resignation as Superintendent of Public 
Schools. There was a disposition on the part of 
some of the members of the Board of Education 
to retain Mr. Kiddle in spite of his decided stand 
for spiritualism, but they lacked three votes of 
having a majority. His resignation was ac¬ 
cepted in September, 1879. 1876 he prepared 

for E. Steiger a * Cyclopaedia of Education,” 
with the assistance of Professor .Alexander J. 
Schem, for which the University of France dec¬ 
orated him and gave him the title of ‘‘ Officer of 
the Academy.” He also published a “ Diction¬ 
ary of Education” and an annual “ Year Book of 
Education.” His text-books were chiefly works 
on astronomy and physics. He was the compiler 
of *• Brown's Grammar,” which is now in use in 
the public schools of New York City. A year 
and a half ago Mr. Kiddle lost the sight of one 
of his eyes through a paralytic stroke. Last Oc¬ 
tober a second paralytic stroke deprived him of 
the sight of the other eye. Not altogether dis¬ 
mayed by these misfortunes, he continued at his 
work with the aid of an amanuensis. He was 
recently engaged upon some essays and also upon 
some lectures on spiritualism. 

Prof. William Ferrell, the eminent meteorol¬ 
ogist, died at Kansas City, September 21. He was 
born in Bedford, now Fulton, County, Pa., Jan¬ 
uary 29, 1817. He was for ten years connected 
with the office of the American Ephemeris and 
Nautical Almanac. In 1882 he was made assist¬ 
ant in the office of the U. S. Signal Service Bu¬ 
reau, which he held until 1886, when he retired to 
Kansas City, which he made his home. His 
principal works are ” Motions of Fluids and Sol¬ 
ids Relative to the Earth’s Surface,” published in 
1859 I “ Determinations of the Moon’s Mass from 
Tidal Observations,” 1871 ; ” Converging Series 
Expressing the Ratio between the Diameter and 
the Circumference of a Circle,” 1871 ; “ Tidal 
Researches,” 1874; “Tides of Tahiti.” 1874; 

Meteorological Researches,” in three parts, 
published consecutively, in 1875, 1878 and 1881 ; 
“ Temperature of the Atmosphere and the Earth’s 
Surface,” 1884, and “ Recent Advances in Meteo¬ 
rology,” 1883. 

The Rev. Dr. Robert Traill Spence Lowell, 
the brother of the late James Russell Lowell, who 
died in Schenectady, N. Y., September 12, was 
best known as the author of a religious novel en¬ 
titled ‘‘ The New Priest in Conception Bay.” The 
scene of the story was laid in Newfoundland, 
where Dr. Lowell was stationed in early life for 
four years as an Episcopal missionary, having 
charge of Bay Roberts Parish, which figures as 
“ Peterport.” Afterwards he had charge of the 
mission parish of Christ Church, Newark, N. J., 
from which he went to Duanesburg, N. Y. He 
wrote a number of other books in prose and 
poetry, but his best-kno‘»m work is ” The New 
Priest,” which has had a steady sale for the last 
thirty years. 

A cable despatch from St. Petersburg, dated 
September 28, announces the death there of Ivan 
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Alexejewitsch Gontscharow, the Russian author. 
He was born in the Government of Simbirsk, in 
1823. In 1858 he published his first novel, “ Obi- 
knovennala Istoria,” which was very successful 
and gave him a high position among Russian 
writers. This was followed by two other works, 

Obiomow,” in 1859, and “ Obryv, ’ in 1870. 
These works are descriptive of Russian life. 
Gontscharow also wrote a description of a voyage 
around the world that he made on the frigate 
Pallida, in 1854, as a commissioner of the Rus¬ 
sian Government. 

Amos J. Bicknell, publisher of the ArchiUct- 
ziral and Building Monthly^ died September 21, 
at Elizabeth, N. J. He was born in Massa¬ 
chusetts in 1839, and went to Elizabeth about 
twenty years ago. He was the founder of^the firm 
of A. J. Bicknell & Co., which afterwards be¬ 
came Bicknell & Comstock, and then W. T. Com¬ 
stock, publishers of architectural books and 
periodicals. Mr. Bicknell since retiring from 
the firms just mentioned was associated with sev¬ 
eral different periodicals devoted to architecture 
and building, and established a building exchange 
in New York. 

Hon. Joseph T. Crowell, President of the 
New jersey Senate in 1862 and Speaker of the 
House of Assembly in 1865, died September 22 
at Rahway, in which city he was born seventy- 
five years ago. He published the first pictorial 
paper printed in the United States— CrowelVs Pu~ 
torial —which he printed somewhat after the style 
of the London Illustrated News for five years. 
He owned the Government Printing Office until 
he sold it to the United States. 

Herman Melville died September 28 at his 
residence, 104 East Twenty-sixth Street, New 
York City, of heart failure, aged seventy-two. 
He was the author of “ Typee,” “ Omoo,” “ Mo- 
bie Dick,” and other sea-faring tales, written in 
earlier >ears. He leaves a wife and two daugh¬ 
ters, Mrs. M. B. Thomas and Miss Melville, 

Charles Adolph Pineton, Marquis de Cham- 
brun and Marquis de Ampreville,author of “ The 
Rights and Liberties of the American People of 
the United States,” died at New York, Septem¬ 
ber 13, aged 60 years. 

Cyrus M. Tracy, a distinguished botanist, 
died suddenly September 28, at Lynn, Mass., 
aged 67 years. His “Studies of Essex Flora,” 

Sketch of Lynn ” and “ History of Worcester 
County ” won for him local fame.

THE SITU A TION IN SA N FRA NCISCO. 

San Francisco, Cal., September 23, 1891. 
To the Editor oj" The Publishers^ Weekly: 

Dear Sir : . . . The situation is rapidly 

improving, and it now looks as though we may 
have an era of full prices. The publishers have, 
in many cases, taken an active interest in the 
“cut-rate” question, and from what I now know 
they are more interested in the matter than the 
retailer generally imagines. 

The question of underselling can be fairly 
settled if the retail booksellers will only organ¬ 
ize, or in some manner formulate their ideas or 
grievances and give the publisher some basis on 
which to work, Individual complaints regard¬ 


ing “ cutting” can naturally receive but little at¬ 
tention. Should the representative retail dealers 
combine their complaints would be fairly judged. 
The Bancroft Company are not now giving a dis¬ 
count on Harper & Brothers’ publications, which 
is very encouraging, as it must be detrimental to 
a “ cut-price ” trade to make an exception of the 
publications of a leading house. A bookstore 
has been opened in the “ Golden Rule Bazar,” a 
department concern of this city, and cut prices 
are the rule. Many of D. Appleton & Co.’s, 
Lippincott’s, Houghton, Mifflin & Co.’s and other 
well-known publishers’ publications are sold at 20 
per cent, discount. The retail dealers here be¬ 
lieve they know where the stock comes from, as 
it is supplied by jobbers here, and will probably 
take some concerted action should “ cut prices ” 
be continued.

A REPLY FROM THE BANCROFT COMPANY. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept, i, 1891. 
To the Editor oj" The Publishers' Weekly : 

Dear Sir : But for the highly respectable 
character of your journal we should pay no at¬ 
tention to the misleading and uncalled-for attacks 
on us in your columns by certain small and not 
too reliable booksellers of this city. Sifted down, 
the charge is that for goods we buy and pay for 
we make prices to suit ourselves and not them, 
and publishers are asked to force us to conform 
to their wishes. 

In answer we would say that these dealers have 
always been in the habit of making discounts to 
certain customers to suit themselves ; we simply 
treat everybody alike and give a uniform dis¬ 
count to all. It has long been the custom here 
to give schools and libraries 25 per cent, and 
dealers from 25 to 331^^ per cent, discount, and 
get the money, if at all, when convenient to the 
purchaser. We can certainly retail for cash at 
20 per cent, off, with usually a little stationery 
with the books at a good profit, and do betterfor 
ourselves than that. And we imagine few pub¬ 
lishers will find fault because we sell their books 
as low as we possibly can afford to, and work off 
as many as we can, if we pay for them. 

As a matter of fact, trade being continuously 
dull, we concluded to shade prices and increase 
sales, as much for the benefit of the publishers, 
who thought we should do more with their books, 
as for our own benefit. There are here many 
subscription and free libraries, and 100.000 cop¬ 
ies of newspapers containing reading-matter 
equivalent to a good sized i2mo sold every Sunday 
for five cents. We had no thought of injuring 
any one, least of all our little friends who fail pe¬ 
riodically, and seem now to be looking for some 
soft place to fall. They would hardly have the face 
to charge their past failures in business to us, as 
we had not then reduced our prices at retail. It 
seems to us that just cause for complaint is all on 
our side ; for besides being badly victimized our¬ 
selves through their failures, we have to-day to 
place in competition stock which costs us 100 
cents with stock which cost our complaining 
friends, some of them, 30 or 50 cents on the dol¬ 
lar. 

“ It is only a question of time,” one says, 
“ when the dealer who gives that discount must 
succumb and compound with his creditors.” If 


* [The publication of this communication was unavoid¬ 
ably delayed.—E d. P. W.] 
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that is true as applied to us, publishers should 
sell us only for cash. If the writer means him¬ 
self, we would say that to “succumb and com¬ 
pound with his creditors” is not a question of 
time or discount, but rather one of convenience. 

In conclusion, for the edification of those in¬ 
terested, we may say that no bookseller west of 
the Rocky Mountains, depending upon the sale 
of miscellaneous books alone, ever made ex¬ 
penses, or can now make expenses, or will be 
able to do so during the remainder of this cen¬ 
tury, or until well into the next. Meanwhile, 
may our little brethren possess their souls in 
peace, and not try to lay their coming failures at 
our door. Very respectfully.

In the 
French quarter, however, there is a considerable 
percentage of persons, some of them long in this 
country, that make no effort to learn English.”

He 
has devoted himself to careful literary work, and 
his name is familiar to the lovers of books that 
are not built in the trashy lines of the average 
novelist. One of his most familiar works is a 
‘ Monograph on Private Illustrated Books,’ and 
his ‘ Apollonius of Tyana’ contains evidences of 
study and research. For several years he has 
been at work on the new book, ‘The Nomads of 
the Sea,’ which is really an endeavor to give an 
account of the human race in its early pilgrim¬ 
ages. This is nearly finished. Mr. Tredwell 
got his early literary training under Walt Whit¬ 
man when that poet published the Brooklyn 
Freeman, Mr. Tredwell was one of Mr. Whit¬ 
man’s staff.” 

In our notice of J. B. Lippincott Co.’s fall 
announcements last week we omitted, strangely 
enough, a notice of one of their new and impor¬ 
tant books, namely, the Supplement to “ Alli- 
bone’s Critical Dictionary of English Literature 
and British and American Authors,” by John 
Foster Kirk, LL.D. Though mentioned in pre¬ 
vious issues of the Weekly we refer to it again 
as a work of particular interest and importance 
to the book trade. It will be in two octavo vol¬ 
umes, and will contain over seventy thousand 
articles (authors) enumerating over ninety-three 
thousand titles. It can hardly be doubted that 
Allibone’s Dictionary, taken as a whole, embrac¬ 
ing as it does in its original three volumes the 
names of over 46000 authors, and in its Supple¬ 
ment (as above staled) those of 37,183 authors 
—with notices of their several hundred thousand 
books—will long remain without a rival as a 
bibliography of the literature of the English 
tongue. It is scarcely necessary to add that the 
usefulness of the work cannot but be greatly en¬ 
hanced by the addition of these Supplementary 
volumes. The work may be expected Novem¬ 
ber 2. 


Henry & Co., London, will publish in Octo¬ 
ber, in one volume, George Moore’s new novel, 
“Vain Fortune.” The book will be illustrated 
by Maurice Greiffenhagen. 

The value of Cruikshank’s illustrations does 
not decrease. At a recent sale in London a copy 
of Carey’s “ Life in Paris,” with 20 colored 
plates (one having been torn out) and 22 wood- 
cuts from Cruikshank’s designs, was sold for near¬ 
ly $ 45 * 

German papers announce that a portion of the 
literary remains of the late Baron von Bunsen, 
which have not yet been published and are pre¬ 
sumed to be considerable, will shortly be issued 
under the editorship of the well-known church 
historian. Prof. F. W. Nippold, of Jena. 


It is hoped that the long-promised life of Dr. 
Pusey will be published in October, 1892. The 
book is being completed by Canon Paget and Mr. 
Johnson, and the latter gentleman is also prepar¬ 
ing a volume of Canon Liddon’s correspondence 
for publication, which ought to be a work of the 
greatest interest. It appears that Canon Liddon 
had written about two-thirds of the life of Pusey 
when his last illness began. 

For some time before his death Mr. William 
Blades was engaged on a history of printing, 
which was intended for publication in the Book- 
Lovers' Library, but it grew till it became too 
large for the series. The work will be edited by 
Mr. Talbot B. Reed, who will add to the volume 
a memoir of the author and a list of his mono¬ 
graphs on the subject of printing. The work 
will be published by Mr. Stock and will be illus¬ 
trated. 

A meeting of the recently formed Manchester 
Retail Newsagents’ and Booksellers’ Union was 
held Aug. 31, when a committee was appointed 
to carry out the objects which the Union has in 
view, among which is the check allowance of 
discount and the supply of literary works by pub¬ 
lishers to those not in the trade on wholesale 
terms. It was slated that since the last meeting 
the membership haa been increased by the addi¬ 
tion of 250 new names. 

The attempt to revive the Oriental Translation 
Fund has failed, but the Council of the Royal 
Asiatic Society will lend its support to a new 
series of publications, beginning with a full and 
complete translation of the first two parts of 
Mirkhond’s ” Rauzai-us-Safa,” or “ Garden of 
Purity,” which contains the Moslem version of 
our Bible stories from the creation of genii before 
Adam to the death of Aaron. Subscribers (fora 
limited edition) should address F. F. Arbuthnot, 
18 Park Lane, London, W. 

William Morris, the poet, has lately issued 
from his Kelmscott Press his ” Story of the Glit¬ 
tering Plain.” The paper is hand-made, the 
binding vellum with vvash-leather thongs or laces. 
The type is dark, the capitals are conventional 
and there is no title-page in the full sense of the 
word. The b )ok is said to be already at a pre¬ 
mium, though it is a little less valuable than it 
would have been had Mr. Morris determined to 
bring out for ordinary readers a cheaper edition 
on inferior paper. 

Balzac’s house. No. ii Rue Berryer, Paris, is 
about to be demolished. Although externally 
not of much account in an architectural sense, it 
has the biographical and personal associations 
dear to men of letters, and some of its details are 
curious; for instance, a door in marquelerie 
which belonged to the bedchamber of the novel¬ 
ist. This door, with a series of photographs of 
the house itself, the Baronne S. de Rothschild, 
its present owner, has offered to the Mus6e Car- 
navalct, which is already rich in relics of the men 
of letters of Paris, 

BrOdrene Salmonsen, the well-known Dan¬ 
ish publisher, announces a new Scandinavian en¬ 
cyclopaedia, the first part of which will appear in 
the spring of 1892 under the title of “Salmon- 
sen’s Store Illustrerede Konversationsleksikon 
for Norden.” This work will be founded upon 
the recently completed fourth edition of Meyer’s 
German “ Konversations-lexikon,” and use of the 
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4000 illustraiions appearing in that work has been 
secured. Many of the German articles will be 
translated, with special reference, however, to 
Scandinavian interests. 

An important work on the science and practice 
of medicine is announced by Librairie G. Masson, 
Paris, under the editorship of Doctors Charcot, 
Bouchard and Brissaud. “ Le Trait6 de M6de- 
cine” will form six volumes, to be published 
within a maximum period of two years. The 
first volume, just ready, includes general infec¬ 
tious pathology, diseases of nutrition, diseases 
common to man and animals, and infectious 
diseases. The second volume will treat of fevers, 
cutaneous affections, diseases of the blood, and 
intoxication. It will be published in October. 

Swan Sonnenschein& Co. will publish short¬ 
ly a “Browning Cyclopaedia,” by Dr. Edward 
Berdoe, one of the most active members of the 
Browning Society. This volume will deal with 
the whole of the poet’s works, and will contain a 
commentary on every poem, with explanations 
of all obscurities and difficulties arising from the 
historical allusions, legends, classical and archaic 
phraseology, and curious out-of ihe-way termi¬ 
nology which make Browning so difficult for the 
ordinary reader. The book will be published 
simultaneously in America by Macmillan & Co. 

L. Upcott Gill, London, will issue immedi¬ 
ately a third and greatly enlarged edition of the 
“ Library Manual.” The new edition has been 
completely rewritten by Mr. J. H. Slater, the edi¬ 
tor of “ Book Prices Current” and other biblio¬ 
graphical works, and now contains, in addition to 
much theoretical information about books, an 
extensive list of about 10,000 different works and 
editions, classed under the subjects to which they 
belong, and valued with reference to the most re¬ 
cent auction prices. The selection has been made 
from about 3'-0 of the most important auction 
sales which have taken place in London during 
the last five years, comprising a record of consid¬ 
erably over 100.000 volumes in every department 
of English literature. 

The “Association Litt6raire et Artistique In¬ 
ternationale,” it appears, will not meet in Berlin, 
as was proposed, in connection with the annual 
meeting to be held this month in the German 
capital by the German Society of Authors. The 
President and Secretary of the French society, 
who had accepted the invitation of the Germans 
a month ago, declared recently that they would 
not go to Berlin, but would go to Milan where 
they would be better treated. They charged the 
Germans with disrespect, which was denied, and 
led to an unpleasant and unfortunate controversy. 
Much was expected of the congress at Berlin. 
For various reasons the representatives of the in¬ 
ternational society also failed to come to an 
agreement with their brethren in Milan, and post¬ 
poned the meeting until next year. In all prob¬ 
ability it will then take place at Milan. 

An enterprising Frenchman with a fancy for 
statistics has discovered that Alexander Dumas, 
the father, is the most widely read author in 
France. Millions of volumes bearing his name 
have been purchased by the French people. 
Emile Zola, whose publishers sell annually more 
than 100,000 volumes, and Ohnet, 6,000,000 of 
whose books are to be found in France, are next 
to Dumas in popularity. The statistician has 
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also learned that during the last 20 years “ The 
Belles of Corneville ” has been produced on the 
stage 600 tinres ; “ The Journey 'Round the 
World in Eighty Days” and “ Mascotte,” 400 
times; and “ Mamselle Angot” and “ Miss Hel- 
yett,” 300times. “The Journey ’Round the World 
in Eighty Days” and “Mamselle Angot” have 
earned each 2,000,000 francs for the fortunate au¬ 
thors and publishers ; ‘ Orpheus in the Lower 
World,” 1,750,000 francs; “Theodora ” and “Miss 
Helyett,” 1.000,000 francs; and “ Fin de Si^cle,” 
500 000 francs. It is easily seen that writing in 
France is a good enterprise from a financial point 
of view. 

Sampson Low, Marston & Co. announce a 
new series by representative men in the Church 
of England and in the chief branches of Noncon¬ 
formity, which will be published under the gen¬ 
eral title of Preachers of the Age. The volumes 
will each contain some 12 or 14 sermons or ad¬ 
dresses specially chosen or written for the series, 
with photogravure portraits reproduced, in most 
instances, from unpublished photographs. It is 
also proposed to add to each volume a bibliog¬ 
raphy of all the books published by the author.
